The effort which is being made to con- 


solidate organized labor and the fanners 
•rto a separate political organization is 


i experiment which will be watched 
. ith interest. While this is held to be H 
mion of the workingman and the farmer 
or their mutual advancement, it is ap- 
.u-ent that much emphasis is to be 
,'aced upon political activities. It is an 
Iliance which contains within itself its 
,wn problems, for there are certain in- 
rests of each which have heretofore 


regarded as conflicting in practice, 


hough of course not necessarily so in 
•en lily. 


Does the labor movement purpose, for 


• nstance, to extend the eight hour day to 
rhe farm, and if so how would agricul- 
ture view such a restriction upon work- 
:ag hours? Again, how is the issue of ca- 
pitalism to be determined between the 
<cibor union and the land owner? The 
larmcr belongs essentially to the capi- 
talist class. He is, moreover, the most 
independent and the most secure of all 
our capitalists. At the same time he is 
an employer of labor, and up to this time 
all of the conditions of employment on 
the farm have been at variance with 
many of the fundamental demands and 
aims of organized labor. It may be true 
that these differences ought to be recon- 
ciled, but whether they can be as a prac- 
tical question is another matter. If the 
interests of the farmer and organized la- 
bor, under the existing state of affairs, 
are identical and are to be pooled, then 
there would seem to be no reason why 
labor and industry of every character 
ought not to unite for their common 
jenefit.

November election. This will be a strange 
political mixture'. How the democracy 
of Mr. McDonald is to be reconciled with 
the radicalism of Senator La Follette, 
and how democracy's manifestation of 
Americanism during the war under the 
leadership of \Voodrow Wilson is to be 
harmonized with the anti-Americanism 
and opposition to the war of Senator La 
Follette, are questions not easily an- 
swered. Is Mr. MacDonald to stand on 
the La Follette record for congress? Does 
Mr. MacDonald indorse Mr. Ui Follette's 
attitude toward his country throughout 
Ihe war? Docs he indorse his speeches 
an*I ads? 


No farm-labor party can control the 


votes of either the fanning or the work- 
ing people on such a platform. There 
are thousands of loyal citizens in this 
district who can never be brought to for- 
give or forget Mr. La Follette's war rec- 
ord, much less can they be brought to 
give it Iheir stamp of approval. If the 
farm labor party must depend for suc- 
cess and vitality upon attaching itself to 
Senator La Follette and swallowing his 
war record, it is not making an auspi- 
cious beginning. Mr. La Follette still has 
many thousands of voters hypnotized, 
some for good and some for bad reasons, 
but the day is coming when the condem- 
nation he deserves and must receive for 
his indefensible course during Ihe war 
will he visited upoli him by a clearer and 
saner judgment of Wisconsin citi/.enship 
than is now .possible in the turmoil and 
intensity of today's factional politics. 


LAW EXFORCEMEST 


Thomas A. Dclancy, state prohibition 


enforcement officer, asks the people ot 
Wisconsin to assist him in his duties on 
the broad ground that whatever is law 
ought to be respected and obeyed. Mr. 
Delaney is right, and there is a great deal 
more back of his appeal than most per- 
sons may realize at first blush. This 
country is probably the greatest law-de- 
fying country on earth. There is less 
genuine respect for law than anywhere 
else where responsible government ex- 
ists, and no exception need be made as 
to the character of government. We are 
a nation of law-breakers, and we have 
become so persistent and reckless at it 
that we see neither the fact nor its con- 
sequences. 


The 
prohibition amendment is of 


course only superficially and weakly en- 
forced. 
It is avoided and violated right 


and left. 
One reason is because there 


are not enough federal agents to do the 
work, another is because the enforce- 
ment officer has to rely largely upon po- 
lice departments from which in many in- 
stances no assistance is given and still 
another is because of public indifference 
toward and even toleration of illicit 
liquor business. Many of the violations 
are in themselves harmless, but all ot 
them of whatever character are condu- 
cive to the general breaking of laws and 
are therefore pernicious. 


People of substance and the rank and 


file of good American citizens are per- 
turbed by the spirit of radicalism and 
bolshevism which has so little regard for 
law and our institutions. They do not 
stop to reason that this manifestation of 
lawlessness and anti-Americanism is en- 
couraged by just such transgressions as 
are now seeking to nullify the prohibi- 
tion amendment. If this were a country 
given to deep respect for law bolshevism 
would not have visited upon us half the 
trouble it has. In Chicago murders are 
of almost daily occurrence. They are 
the product of lawlessness pure and sim- 
ple. In every city laws and ordinaces 
are made only to be broken or disregard- 
ed. A few are enforced but many are 
not. 


If the prohibition amendment is of- 


fensive the way out is to repeal or modi- 
fy it. but so long as it stands as the su- 
preme law of the land it ought to be 
obeyed, and enforced where it is not 
obeyed. That is the only right attitude 
toward any law. If we adopt the con- 
trary principle then all law is to be ob- 
served as it suits the pleasure of the indi- 
vidual, which is the same as having no 
law at all. This is precisely the doctrine 
of anarchy, the foundation of bolshe- 
vism. When we come to accept the prin- 
ciple of respect for law because it is law, 
then we shall come more nearly to re- 
gulation and restraint which are unob- 
jectionable. Instead of loading our sta- 
tute books down with endless enact- 
ments which arc lived up to only as it 
suits our convenience we shall have few- 
er laws and we shall obey them. 


One of the great needs of the nation is 


to cultivate respect for law. The farther 
we go in the opposite direction, and that 
is the road we have been traveling with 
increased speed for years, the greater do 
we imperil our government and our in- 
stitutions. There never has been a time in 
our history when there was so little rev- 
erence for both as there is today.

oil cocoanut oil. or sesame, (b'ennp or teel oil), 
or benzoinatcd lard are found satisfactory by dif- 
ferent individuals. Frequent prolonged soaking 
baths containing soda, to soften the skin, are 
helpful, and should be followed, after drying, by 
an application of, oil.

ments and should discard their frost- 
ed lamp bulbs and use plain bulbs. 


John A. Hoeveler. Electrical Engl- 


neer of the 
Industrial 
Commission 


states that it is entirely possible to 
comply with the n'ew law without any 
patented device, if the upper half of 
the plain glass front is frosted and the 
lamp bulbs are focused back of the 
focal center of the reflectors. 
If this 


is done a strong light will be direct- 
ed on the road for a long distance 
ahead of the car and no strong light 
will be projected into the eyes of op- 
posing motorists. Mr. Hoeveler states 
that it is much more satisfactory to 
frost the upper half of the glass than 
to paint it black, green or some other 
color.
